BRAZIL BUTTS IN AGAIN 



But Lansing Makes It Clear 
That There is Nothing 
to Mediate. 




Washington, D. C, June 30.— The 
Washington government still awaited 
further compliance with its demands 
by the de facto authorities of Mexico. 
Release by Gen n»rr»n7.a's order of 
the American prisoners taken at Car- 
rizal has averted the probability of 
immediate retaliatory steps. It is pos- 
sible that it has also helped to pave 
the way toward an attempt at peaceful 
settlement of the whole border situa- 
tion. High officials made it very 
clear however, that the vital point at 
issue— the future attitude of Mexican 
forces toward American forces in 
northern Mexico engaged in guarding 
the border and pursuing bandits who 
raided American territory— remains 
to be settled. 

Intimations have come, it is under- 
stood, that Carranza intends to back 
up the order issued to Gen. Trevino 
directing that American troops be at- 
tacked if tl ey move in any direction 
in Mexico except toward the border. 
Officials are fully prepared for a reply 
of that character, despite the fact that 
the prisoners taken at Carrizal have 
been promptly surrendered on de- 
mand. 

Mr. Lansing made it clear today to 
Ignacio Calderon, minister from Bo- 
livia, that pending a formal reply from 
the Carranza government to his late 
note, no offer of mediation would be 
acceptable to the United States. 

Final decision by Washington offi- 
cials as to the responsibility for the 
fighting cannot be reached until a 
complete report from Gen. Pershing 
is available. He is gathering from 
survivors all information they have as 
to what happened and will suhmit a 
full report to Secretary Baker, who 
will in turn transmit it to the state de- 
partment for consideration.

ART OF BOMB DROPPING. 

Aerial bomb dropping is now one 
of the sciences of war, and a consid- 
erable portion of time in the training 
of a pilot is spent in aeuuiring this 
art.

Competitive Examination For 
Free Scholarship to State 
University. 

Supt. L. E. Foster has fixed Friday, 
July 14th, as the day on which the ex- 
amination will be given those who de- 
sire appointments to the State Univers- 
ity, Lexington, Ky. The examination 
will be held in the office of the Coun- 
ty Supt., beginning at 8 o'clock on the 
following subject: English, German, 
Latin, American History and Civics, 
Algebra and Plane Geometry. 

The two pupils making the highest 
marks will be given the appointments, 
provided they have sufficient credits 
to enter the Freshman class al the 
University. 

Those desiring to take this exami- 
nation should leave their names at the 
office of the County Supt. 

The following section of law gives 
information as to who is eligible, etc: 
"The selection of the beneficiaries 
shall be made by the Supt. of com- 
mon schools in their respective coun- 
ties, upon competitive examination, 
upon subjects prepared by the facul- 
ty of the University and transmitted 
to said Supt. before the first of July 
of each year.

BAD FEED FOR TH E DRY COW 

Advisability of Feeding Animal Well 
la 'Not Usually Racognixed— Give 
Her A VoicBtlofit 



(By R W. liATTA, N.w Mexico Plat. 
College.) 

"We'll teed this spoiled hay to tho 
dry cows " This statement shows a 
common attitude, but a wrong one. 
True, tho dry cow can utilize to ad- 
vantage, aa part of her ration, some 
jff grade hay. but the advisability of 
Teeding her woll is not usually recog- 
nized A cow will do better iu milk 
production for twelve months if she 
has six weeks to two months' "vaca- 
tion on full pay." While she la dry 
she is nourishing her calf and getting 
her system into condition to give a 
large flow of milk when she fresbena. 
While drying off the cow, she may be 
given the starvation treatment— no 
grain and only a poor grade of dry 
roughage, but as soon as she Is dry 
she should bo well fed again. The 
good dairy cow cannot be made too 
fat, when dry. All the fat stored up 
In her body will be milked off again, 
increasing the yield of milk, and also, 
it has been demonstrated, her milk 
will test higher throughout the fol- 
lowing lactation poriod than if she 
freshens in poor flesh. 

Ten day* to two weefcs before calv- 
ing, the feed ahould bo reduced, and 
light, loose feeda of choice quality 
ahould be fed. Bran, ground oats and 
linseed oilmeal are especially valuable 
at thla time. A bran mash fed as a 
warm gruel is excellent to cool out 
the cow's system. It is Important to 
have the bowels tn a laxative condi- 
tion at calving time. The cow should 
get plenty of exercise, and water not 
too cold. After calving she should not 
be crowded with feed.two weeks should 
pass before she Is on full feed. If cared 
for in this way the calf will be strong 
and healthy, and the cow will be 
ready to do a big year's work.

During the long mornings and after- 
noons it will be found to be profitable 
to give the teams a bucket of water 
The horses do not drink much at a 
time, but they do relish It, and It 
stimulates them and In no small man 
ner averts the danger of o.erhcatir.s 
Users of horses in cities know the 
value of watering them often, and they 
do not pass a drinking place without 
offering their horses water. These 
teams are generally worked under 
high pressure and under distressing 
conditions, yet with fair treatment the 
horses stand up well and do a great 
volume of work. In the dirt and heat 
of the great cities It Is safe to assume 
that If the paetlce of watering only 
three times a day were observed, 
much less work could be done and 
many horses would fall victims to heal

RIGHT MANAGEMENT OF HOGS 

Protection From Sun, Pure Water and 
Succulent Grazing, Are Three 
^ Important Factors. 

Sun shades, pure water and succu- 
lent grazing are three very important 
factors in the summer management 
of awlne. Hogs suffer more from heat 
than any other class of animals. When 
they were removed from their native 
shaded haunts, and confined in pent 
and open yards, exposed to the hot 
rays of the sun. and by the change 
transformed from lank, large-lunged 
animals into modern fat-backs, tbe> 
were made peculiarly susceptible tc 
the slezllng rays of the summer sun. 

Hogs that are confined tn oper 
yards, where they are exposed to th( 
hot sun do well to keep alive, ever 
though they are Consuming sufficient 
feed to make two pounds of pork a 
day. Sunshades mean comfort, and

comfort brings economy in tho use ol 
feed, rar/id gains in flesh, and in- 
creased profits at the season's end. 

Hogs do Dot perspire. Other ani 
mala are provided with pores to carry 
off excretions and remove heat from 
the body, but not so with the hog. A 
few large pores on the legs provide the 
only means of carrying off excretions 
while the thick layers of fat check thf 
radiation of the heat from the body 
Not only Is this so, but hogs are fed 
more heat-producing food than othei 
farm anlmala, and In the operation 
of converting this feed into meat there 
is a great amount of heat which cun 
not readily escape. 



COW'S MILK FOR THE LAMBS 



Those From Farmer*' Who Practice 
Rational Methods of Feeding Ar* 
Always Preferable. 

In buying new cows for dairy 
one should buy from farmers who 
practice rational methods of feeding, 
preferably from those who do not 
feed calves in stanchions. The feed 
ahould not consist of too much grain 
and rich concentratea. 

Many cows have boon fed ao much 
grain that they have lost their capac- 
ity tor handling homo-grown rough 
age. 

Such cows are bo longer profitable 
dairy producers and ahould be avoid- 
ed when 
dairy.

Ordinary Baby Bottle and Nipple Will 
Be Found Satisfactory in 
Raising Orphans. 

If properly handled, the orphan 
lamb or the lamb which its mothei 
refuses to own can be raised success- 
fully on cow's milk. Sheep milk Is 
nearly twice as rich in fat as cow's 
milk, which for the lamb xhould there- 
fore be enriched by the uddltion of 
pure cream. Since the lamb usually 
nurses Its mother at least once each 
hour It ahould be ted on cow's milk 
nt the aame intervals, especially for 
tho II rat ten days or two weeks, after 
which the Intervals may be gradually 
lengthened. 

While the lamb la very young it 
should not be given more than two 
ounces of milk at a feeding, as this Is 
all he would tuke from his mother. 
I'se an ordinary bahy bottle and nip- 
ple. When the lamb la ten days or 
two weeks of age it will commence 
to eat a little, and from this time on 
should gradually be encouraged to 
procure most of its nourishment from 
grain, roots, etc. . 



TREATMENT FOR MALE LAMBS 



They Should Be Castrated When Very 
Young, as the Danger Then 
la Not Very Great. 



When male lambs are not sold 
promptly, It la Important that they be 
castrated. They will sell better, make 
better growth, and give less trouble. 
They should be castrated early, aa tho 
danger Is than very slight. The 
point In castration is to avoid 
lnation. Hands and tnslrumenta should 
bo kept claaiMd with a good antisep- 
tic, the wound ahould bo washed, and
